A SEX offender who fled to Africa 
has been sentenced to 12 years in 
jail after he was caught following 
hospitalisation for malaria. 

Ian Duncan 

McLeod-McLean, 48, 
from Canterbury 
Road, Ashford, abused 
three young girls 
from Maidstone. 

He was due to stand 
trial for the offences in 
2008. However, just 
before he was due to 
make a plea he fled to 
Sierra Leone where he 
spent two years living 
rough as an illegal immigrant. 

While in Africa he caught a serious bout of 
malaria and was hospitalised. It was discov¬ 
ered by the Sierra Leone authorities he was in 
the country illegally and British embassy staff 
informed them he was wanted for a string of 
crimes. He was deported and arrested at 
Heathrow airport on his return to the UK. 

At an earlier hearing McLeod-McLean 
pleaded guilty to 20 of sexual abuse charges 
and not guilty to three counts. 

At his sentencing on Friday at Maidstone 
Crown Court, the hearing was told the former 
driving instructor, employed by the Army, 
began the abuse in 1995. It then escalated to a 
series of serious offences in 2006-07. 

His partner had also become aware he was 
viewing child pornography on the internet and

Runner Mimi 
sets treadmill 
world record

A NEW world record has 
been set at the Designer 
Outlet. 

Mimi Anderson, 48, ran a total of 
403.87 miles to take the record for 
the longest distance run by a 
woman on a treadmill in seven days. 

She managed the gruelling chal¬ 
lenge despite suffering a stress frac¬ 
ture in her foot early on in the run. 

She said: “It was coming to the 
end of the first day and I began to 
find running quite painful. When I 
poked it I nearly went through the 
ceiling with the pain.” 

Mrs Anderson was helped by 
Ashford-based running specialists 
Podplus who provided her with new 
shoes and foot massages to help 
combat the pain. She ran for up to 
20 hours a day, only taking two 
breaks in each session. 

The ultra-long-distance runner is 
more used to running through the 
countryside or the deserts of Africa 
in her record attempts. 

She said being stuck on a tread¬ 
mill was tough, but not as hard as 
she thought it might be. 

She said: “You have to just men¬ 
tally switch off, but actually a lot of 
the time I found myself people¬ 
watching, which was very enter¬ 
taining. You could see people not 
talking to each other or parents get¬ 
ting irate with their children. That 
surprised me because I thought it 
would be really boring.” 

Mrs Anderson, who lives in 
Smarden, soon discovered that she 
had a talent for long-distance run¬ 
ning when she took up the sport. 

She said: “When I started I didn’t 
know people did half marathons, 
but I just get a real buzz out of the 
long-distance events. I’m not a fast 
runner, but mentally I’m strong and

can just keep going.” 

The grandmother has spent the 
last year running and raising more 
than £5,000 for Help for Heroes. 
She is now taking a break until 
next year and giving her foot six 
weeks to recover. 

“It’s infuriating as I’m not allowed 
to drive so I’m stuck in the house. My 
husband thinks it’s great because I 
can do the housework, but I’m not 
doing it on crutches,” she said. 

Her record attempt still has to be 
confirmed by Guinness World 
Records who examine the evidence 
of her record attempt gathered by 
Mrs Anderson and her helpers. This 
weekend she gave a talk about her 
challenge at Smarden village hall. 

Kate Austen, owner of Podplus, 
said: “We were all amazed by her 
determination to achieve her goals 
and are looking forward to working 
with Mimi in the future and sup¬ 
porting her in her next challenges.”

found images of his abuse on a com¬ 
puter memory card. 

In sentencing McLeod-McLean, 
Judge John Statman, said: “The level 
of sexual degradation in your case 
was considerable. You suffered sexual 
abuse yourself as a child. Your 
offences mirror that and you were 
well aware of the impact your actions 
would have on your victims.” 

McLeod-McLean, whose youngest 
victim was nine years old, is expected 
to serve six years in jail. He will be on 
the sex offenders register for life. He 
was also issued with a Sexual 
Prevention Order, meaning he cannot 
work with children or use the inter¬ 
net except for work, or possess a 
video camera. 

Detective Chief Inspector Simon 
Wilson, from Maidstone Police, said: 
“Nothing will bring back the inno¬ 
cence this man stole from these 
young girls. His campaign of abuse 
and terror stretched over more than 
10 years; the mental scars of which 
these girls will have to endure for the 
rest of their lives. 

“Furthermore he compounded his 
crimes by fleeing the country before 
he could stand trial, leaving the vic¬ 
tims wondering if they would ever 
find justice.” 

In summing up, Judge Statman 
praised McLeod-McLean’s victims, 
who were in court, for having the 
bravery to go to the police and said he 
hoped the sentence would give them 
some form of closure.

Development plans still possible 


VILLAGERS in Sellindge and the 
surrounding areas held a meeting 
last week to discuss plans for new 
homes, a lorry park and a waste recy¬ 
cling plant on the A20. 

A packed public meeting held at 
the school hall heard from parish 
councillors and the residents’ group 
that the area remains ripe for devel¬ 
opment, due to its position on the 
A20 close to Ashford and Folkestone. 

Sellindge Residents’ Association 
chairman Ronald Lello said a ‘village 
alliance’ had been set up running 
down the East Stour Valley, from 
Westenhanger to Willesborough, to 
share information and ideas on how 
to deal with planning proposals. 

He told the meeting: “We believe 
the idea of a lorry park has not disap¬ 
peared and is still held at Kent 
County Council as one they would

like to pursue. 

“It would mean cementing over 
some 70 to 140 acres of land between 
Sellindge and Aldington.” 

Mr Lello said the proposal to build 
a waste recycling plant at Otterpool 
Quarry had also not gone away and 
the committee had sent their own 
report outlining concerns to KCC 
and the Environment Agency. 

But the audience was told they 
could still make their voices heard 


and influence the future of the vil¬ 
lage via Shepway council’s Local 
Development Framework (LDF). 

Parish councillor Ken Baxter told 
the meeting the LDF would control 
housing strategy up to 2026. 

About 1,200 homes could be built 
around Sellindge and other nearby 
villages with no extra educational or 
health services to compensate. 

Mr Baxter said: “It’s going to put a 
lot of pressure on Sellindge because 
it’s the through road to everywhere.” 

Planning consultants Urban 
Initiatives had been drafted in by the 
Government to draw up a masterplan 
for Sellindge, which could include the 
possibility of a village green.

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Report offers hope for 
town's court building

THERE is a glimmer of hope for the 
future of the town’s court after a 
report from the Lord Chief Justice. 

Lord Judge has examined the case for each of 
the 157 courts in the country, which the Justice 
Secretary Kenneth Clarke has targeted for clo¬ 
sure. The minister hopes to shave £15 million 
pounds off the courts service budget. 

In his report, Lord Judge puts Ashford in his 
‘C’ category of court, which means he cannot 
recommend closure. He says: “There are ration¬ 
al arguments against closure which require 
further exploration before decisions are taken.” 

Ashford’s court building also houses a county 
court, as well as the magistrates’ court. In July 
this year it was listed for closure mainly 
because of the large maintenance bill that has 
built up on the building, totalling more than 
£600,000. If it does close, hearings would be 
transferred to Folkestone, Dover or Canterbury. 

Referring to the court in Tufton Street, the 
Lord Chief Justice said: “At first sight both co¬ 
located courts (magistrates’ and county) have 
little to recommend their continuance, due to 
operating costs and a large maintenance back¬ 
log. However, the Ashford area is a rapidly 
growing population area.” 

Many local solicitors have argued against 
Ashford’s closure because of the extra travel¬ 
ling it will mean for people to get to other 
courts. They also say its location in the centre of 
Kent meansit has a larger catchment area than 
other courts, in a town that is expected to grow. 

Lord Judge takes these factors into account, 


but his strongest argument for keeping Ashford 
open appears to be if it could be merged with 
the Tribunal service currently housed at 
County Square. 

He says: “In light of the proposed merger of 
the courts service and Tribunal Service, the 
possibility of maintaining a county court pres¬ 
ence in the town could be achieved by sharing 
accommodation with the local tribunal service 
which has a significant presence in the town.” 

He also raises the point as argued by local 


magistrates and solicitors that closing Dover’s 
court may be a better option for saving the 
court service of money. 

He says: “The local Bench has suggested that 
retention of Ashford and closure of Dover 
Magistrates’ Court may be a better option. This 
is based on their assessment of potential sav¬ 
ings to HMCS and better transport links. I 
think there may be merit in this option.” 

Kenneth Clarke is expected to make his deci¬ 
sion on the court closure by the end of the year. 


Two more held in 
murder inquiry 

TWO more men from Ashford have been 
arrested in connection with the death of 
farmer Julian Gardner at his farm in 
East Sussex. 

A 56-year-old man from the borough 
presented himself at Eastbourne cus¬ 
tody centre on Monday. He was arrested 
for murder and interviewed by police. 

On Friday, a 31-year-old man from 
Ashford was arrested. He was released 
with another man from North Wales and 
bailed until dates in January. 

Two other men from Ashford, aged 29 
and 40, have also been questioned by 
police in connection with the case. They 
were arrested on Friday, October 22, and 
have been released on police bail until 
the end of November. 

Police believe Mr Gardner, 54, was 
crushed by a car on October 11, during a 
burglary which went wrong. His body 
was found at his farm machinery and 
car repair business near Robertsbridge. 

Hunt for driver in 
deliberate attack 

POLICE have released an efit of a driv¬ 
er who deliberately drove his car at a 
pedestrian. 

The attack happened 
in Hythe Road at about 
6.30pm on October 7 . 

The 26-year-old pedes¬ 
trian was knocked to the 
ground and broke his leg 
as a result of the colli¬ 
sion. 

The alleged offender was driving a sil¬ 
ver Fiat, possibly a Brava or Bravo, and 
was with another man and two girls.

Eurostar beats 
contract appeal 

AN appeal to stop Eurostar order¬ 
ing German-built trains has been 
rejected by the High Court. 

Alstom, the French manufactur¬ 
er of the company’s current trains, 
had said the Siemens ICE4 
engines and carriages would not be 
safe in the Channel Tunnel. 

Eurostar is investing £700m in 
rolling stock and a design facelift 
for its old trains by Italian compa¬ 
ny Pininfarina. 

In a statement, Eurostar said: 
'We are pleased the situation has 
been resolved and we can sign the 
contract with Siemens.” 


Legionella bug found 
in office water supply 


A STRAIN of the Legionnaires’ 
Disease bug has been found in the 
water system of international 
House, the home of the Health and 
Safety Executive. 

However, it was not the potentially 
fatal form of pneumonia. 

Legionnaires’ Disease is caught by 
inhaling small droplets of contami¬ 
nated water suspended in the air, 
most commonly found in cooling tow¬ 
ers and air-conditioning systems. 

More than 20 companies currently 
use International House, which is 
owned by the South East 
Development Agency (SEEDA). 

One of the tenants is the Health 
and Safety Executive, who have to 
issue warnings and monitor an out¬ 
break if a building is found to be con¬ 
taminated with the disease. 

A spokesman for SEEDA said: “A 
form of Legionella was found in the 
water supply at International 
House, in Ashford. We took immedi¬ 
ate action to protect tenants and 
make the supply safe. No-one has 
become ill. 

The Health and Safety Executive 
is involved and remedial action is 
now being taken. The system has 
tested clear, and samples will contin¬ 
ue to be taken as a precaution.” 

Ashford’s Future also has offices in 



the building, and the council’s own 
environmental health officers dis¬ 
covered the contaminated microbes 
after a routine inspection. 

A spokesman for Ashford council 
said: “During September, Ashford 
council investigations revealed a 
species of Legionella in the water 
systems at International House. 

“This was not Legionella 
Pneumophila, which causes 
Legionnaires’ Disease, and no causes 
of illness were linked to the building. 
The systems were chlorinated and 
further works undertaken by the 
building’s management.” 

The fatal strain of Legionnaires’ 
Disease was first identified in 
America in 1976, after 34 war veter¬ 
ans died after attending a conven¬ 
tion at a hotel in Philadelphia.

Bomber victim 
gives evidence 
at 7/7 inquiry

A TRAUMATIC personal account 
from a Kent survivor of the 
London bombings has been used 
in the first 7/7 inquest. 

A description from Beverli Rhodes of the 
shocking aftermath of the attacks was 
included in the inquest into the Tavistock 
Square blast, where Islamic extremist Hasib 
Hussain blew up a double-decker bus, killing 
13 innocent people. 

The 49-year-old grandmother, from 
Kennington in Ashford, was one of the sur¬ 
vivors of the bomb on the Tube near King’s 
Cross and Russell Square stations. 

Mrs Rhodes, a senior project consultant in 
anti-terrorism at the time, was on her way to 
a meeting in Tavistock Square with Olympic 
officials and ministers to discuss a major con¬ 
tract to provide security for the whole of the 
2012 games venue. 

Despite suffering serious chest, leg and 
facial injuries on the Tube, she continued her 
way to the meeting. 

‘Tour head does funny things when you’re 
in shock,” she told KOS Media. 

“I spoke to my colleague while on the way 
and he said Tou’re never going to believe 


this, but a bomb has 
just gone off on a bus 
and I’m covered in 


said 



Mrs Rhodes 
Lynton House in 
Tavistock Square, 
where she worked at 
the time, was made a 
designated crime scene 
which led to a lack of 
disrupted working time. 

“I am the only survivor with experience of 
two bomb sites, which is why my information 
was used in the inquest,” she said. 

“I feel that I might have been the only per¬ 
son physically affected by the train bomb 
who was also damaged professionally by the 
bus bomb.” 

The grandmother, who had to leave her job 
due to post-traumatic stress disorder, admit¬ 
ted she also became suspicious about who 
the bombers’ targets were. 

“It went off on the bus at 9.57am, three 
minutes before the Olympic security meeting 
was due to be held in Lynton House in a 
boardroom directly opposite the top deck of 
the bus.” 

Inquests into the 2005 London bombings 
are to continue into next year, with security 
prevention also due to be scrutinised.

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Summit reveals 
rail changes 

AT a recent summit Kent County 
Council revealed some of its ambitions 
for rail services in Kent. 

Some of the points would impact on 
the services being run from Ashford sta¬ 
tion. 

One of its aims is to restore a direct 
service from Ashford to Gatwick. This 
would mean passengers could avoid 
changing at Tonbridge or going into 
London, dramatically cutting journey 
times. 

The local authority said it also wanted 
the line between Ashford and Hastings 
to be electrified and a second track being 
put on the route to increase capacity. 

Iprovements 

It also hoped that when the new high 
speed service to Germany begins the 
train will make at least one stop at a 
Kent station which could be either 
Ashford or Ebbsfleet. 

However, it did not say when these 
improvements could be achieved and 
with Government spending severely cut 
back it seems unlikely they will happen 
any time soon. 

At the summit, also attended by the 
train company Southeastern and com¬ 
muter groups, passengers asked the 
county council to do its own survey of 
public satisfaction with train services. 
Many believe the one carried out by the 
nationwide group Passenger Focus, 
which said 81 per cent of train users in 
Kent were happy with the service, was 
not a true reflection of their views. 

They also expressed concerns about 
forthcoming rail fare increase which 
could be as much as seven per cent. 


Surgeons see a 
slice of life in 
Uganda hospital 


STAFF from Benenden Hospital 
near Tenterden have spent two 
weeks in Uganda helping with sur¬ 
gical treatment. 

Marie South, a general and pediatric sur¬ 
geon, and Irene Hoppe, a surgical assistant, 
went to the Kitovu Hospital in Masaka to help 
the resident surgeon who had not been able to 
take a break for nine months because of the 
heavy workload. 

They were joined by Dr Gammanpila a 
retired GP and former consultant anaesthetist 
from Maidstone Hospital. 

The Ugandan hospital deals with a wide 
range of injuries, from trauma-related inci¬ 
dents, bums, and infections to medical treat¬ 
ment of malaria and AIDS, on a daily basis. 

The volunteer medical team became the first 
point of call at the hospital during their stay 
where they had to manage and deliver care to 
a large number of patients each day. 

Marie South said: “It is such a great opportu¬ 
nity to go out to Uganda and make a difference 
to people’s lives. This kind of voluntary work

really helps to put into context how different 
our level of healthcare is compared to less for¬ 
tunate third world countries.” 

Kitovu Hospital is of a relatively high stan¬ 
dard compared with other hospitals in the 
region, but the surgical and medical equipment 
that they have available is basic and rudimen¬ 
tary. 

Before their Uganda trip the doctors asked all 
the departments at Benenden Hospital to save 
and gather as many out-of-date supplies as pos¬ 
sible to take over to Kitovu. 

Under UK law, most medical equipment has 
to be disposed of by its use by date but much of 
it is still in good condition and can be used to 
treat patients in the developing world. 

Dr South said: “It differs enormously from the 
care we provide in the UK because in Uganda 
there is no sophisticated means of investigation 
for medical staff so they have to rely on their 
basic knowledge to make diagnoses. Operations 
are performed without any sophisticated equip¬ 
ment such as keyhole surgery.”

QUESTION & ANSWER 





Why did you originally joined Caldecott? 


A I joined in 2004 after spending 25 years 
with local authorities, latterly at 
Buckinghamshire county council, where I was 
head of social care for children and families, 
before that with Lincolnshire county council, 
and as an inspector with the NSPCC. 

Coming to Caldecott meant that I could be 
directly involved with helping young people 
who have suffered extremes of cruelty, neglect 
or abuse to rebuild their lives, and influence 
the quality of the care they receive with a 
highly-skilled staff of 200. 


Q 


What does the foundation do? 


A We provide an assessment centre, residen¬ 
tial homes for up to 50 children aged 5 to 
16, an on-site school teaching to GCSE-level, a 
therapy centre and a fostering service. 


Q 


How has caring for vulnerable children changed in 
recent years? 

The basic principles remain the same - to 
ensure our children feel safe, supported 
and listened to, with clear boundaries and 
expectations. We encourage them to achieve in 
all aspects of their lives, whether in relating to 
others, in the classroom or taking part in hob¬ 
bies and games. Our objective is to help them 
become rounded adults, able to form success¬ 
ful relationships and enjoy a happy family life. 


ft Many children in care have serious behavioural and 
U emotional problems - do you think the man in the street 
understands the reasons why? 

A lt’s incredibly difficult for anyone to under¬ 
stand the trauma these young people have 
suffered and, yes, sometimes it results in out¬ 
bursts of temper and destructive behaviour. 
Others will withdraw into themselves, and it’s 
hardly surprising when they have endured 
experiences which nobody should have to suf¬ 
fer, including being taken away from all that 
they have known in the past. 

Some children test carers to the limit, simply 
to find out if they will suffer further rejection 
and disruption to their fragile lives. But they 
have the same hopes and dreams, the same 
need for warmth and security, as other chil¬ 
dren. I believe we have a responsibility to care 
for all our children. 

Q What happens to young people when they leave 
Caldecott? 

A Happily, many go on to lead fulfilling and 
productive lives and careers. Former 
Caldecott children have included a county 
police chief constable, barristers, solicitors, and 
a grammar school headmaster. It’s particular¬ 
ly rewarding to see traumatised children set¬ 
tle down at Caldecott, begin to gain respect for 
themselves and others, and learn academic 
and practical skills. Some, of course, have been 
so damaged that they later go on to more spe¬ 
cialised adult care to tackle ongoing needs. 


Q Do you think government cutbacks will have an impact 
on young people's care? 

A I’m certain of it. Most of our children are 
referred to us by local authority Social 
Services departments, and they do their best 
under severe financial pressure. Many chil¬ 
dren now come to us later than they would 
normally have, after multiple care and foster 
home placement breakdowns and with even 
more complex and challenging needs. 

Q The Foundation celebrates its 100th anniversary in 2011 
- how do you see its future? 

A Continuing to do what we do well, adapt¬ 
ing to the needs of vulnerable young peo¬ 
ple, and providing new services. For our cente¬ 
nary year, we are hoping to raise £750,000 for 
facilities such as a vocational training unit to 
help our older children learn skills such as car 
mechanics and hair and beauty. We are 
launching a major profile-raising programme, 
including a thanksgiving service at 
Canterbury Cathedral in May, a summer gar¬ 
den party, and a charity art auction.

GPs are preparing 

for their new roles 


Following news that NHS primary care 
trusts will be abolished and groups of GPs 
will instead control local healthcare, Dr 
Robert Stewart gives his views on the 
continuing changes. 

PRIMARY Care Trusts have never 
stirred the hearts of the public in 
quite the way hospitals do. 

And they have never been able to enjoy the 
face-to-face relationship that a doctor can have 
with his patients. 

To many they are the faceless bureaucrats 
sitting in an office, obsessed with targets and 
tick-box exercises. To most people though, they 
may mean very little at all and few will shed 
tears over their abolition, scheduled for 2013. 

However when a recent article in a health 
journal asked What did PCTs ever do for us’ 
the answer turned out to be a surprise. 

To help GPs get to grips with all they are 
being asked to take over from PCTs under the 
proposals, we have been compiling lists of all 
we do - and it runs to more than 200 functions. 

In future GPs will have responsibility for 
finding out what healthcare services communi¬ 



ties need and purchasing these services on 
their behalf. But that is just the beginning of 
the story - behind the scenes there are a myri¬ 
ad of functions essential to the management of 
the system, from contract monitoring to con¬ 
sulting patients, that GPs in their new groups 
- or consortia - will also have to take on. 

GPs are keen to explore all these ‘hidden’ 
roles, to ensure they are well-prepared and 


properly resourced to move into a shadow 
phase as early as possible, for some it could be 
from April 2011. 

Every time a GP refers a patient for treat¬ 
ment, or writes a prescription, they are in effect 
‘commissioning’ so this is not a new concept to 
them, but the scale of the new system is bigger 
and more comprehensive than anything previ¬ 
ously experienced. 

There has been much talk about the fact that 
GPs are not number crunchers or management 
gurus, but the truth is they know only too well 
that they cannot personally do it all. They are 
very able people, and probably have a broader 
focus than some would expect, but nonetheless 
they recognise they will need support. 

Meanwhile we are wasting no time in reduc¬ 
ing our management costs, and reviewing our 
plans for the coming year. We will make sure 
when we hand over to GPs the finances are in 
good shape, and that by closely working togeth¬ 
er there is a smooth transition. 

You can be sure that form will follow function 
- more than 200 in fact - so the future system 
really is designed around the needs of patients, 
not around a brick building or a logo.

Companies push 
pedals in challenge 

A THREE-week cycle challenge has seen 
organisations in Ashford clock up over 
12,991 miles. 

The Active Ashford Cycle Challenge 
saw more than 390 people from 52 
organisations getting on their bikes. 

Challenge co-ordinator, Spencer 
Morgan, said: “When people get back on 
a bike and they experience what it’s 
actually like to cycle, they realise it isn’t 
hard or scary but it’s actually fun and 
easy. It’s very encouraging that so many 
people in Ashford have been inspired to 
cycle for the challenge. If more people 
start cycling it has great health and cost 
benefits for the individual, but also helps 
to reduce congestion and pollution for all 
of us.” 


FARMERS in the area are urging 
people not to use Chinese lanterns 
this Bonfire night. 

Not only are they a fire risk they also pose a 
hazard to livestock in the fields. 

John Palmer found one of the lanterns on his 
farm in Egerton this summer. He said: ‘When I 
found it was in amongst the cattle. They were 
in-calf heifers and they were licking it. 

It annoys me that people can let off these 
things and let them land in someone’s property 
sometimes while they are still alight. If the cat¬ 
tle had eaten it the wire could have got into 
their gut and killed them.” 

Mr Palmer said because of the cow’s natural 
curiosity it was very possible for the animals to 
swallow the lanterns. 

The NFU says the wire and bamboo used to 
make up the frames can also be caught up in 
silage and hay eaten by the animals long after 
the paper has disintegrated. The wire can also 
get tangled around the animal’s feet or become 
embedded in its skin.

Farmers Union said: “Even though the fire risk 
is reduced at this time of year, lanterns contin¬ 
ue to pose a risk to livestock when fallen 
lanterns go undetected. They also pose a huge 
litter nuisance, and dozens of these large, 
unsightly objects are often found spread over a 
wide area of countryside the day after a local 
celebration or party.” 

The Department for Rural Affairs now says it 
is going to examine the amount of damage 
caused by the lanterns in crop fires and live¬ 
stock deaths. 

The small hot air balloons can reach heights 
of 1,200ft and float for several miles before com¬ 
ing back down to earth. 

Mr Palmer said: “There are lots of places 
where they have set com alight and there is no 
way you can trace where people have let them 
off from. If I lose one of my dairy cows because 
of it that is £2,000 lost and there is no way I can 
get compensation.” 

Many farmers in the area are finding the

lanterns, which can be bought at petrol sta¬ 
tions, and are let off as a form of good luck 
charm in China. 

Mr Palmer said: “One farmer nearby said he 
found 15 in his com field when he was combine 
harvesting. It’s totally irresponsible. Would peo¬ 
ple let them go off in their own home? These 
pose a serious risk to people’s property. I have 
to carry out risk assessments for everything I 
do on the farm but people are just allowed to 
get away with letting these things off.” 

The NFU has also teamed up with the 
Maritime and Coastal Agency in the warning 
about the lanterns because of the number of 
false alarms they cause for the coastguard 
when mistaken as emergency flares.

LATEST figures from the 
Department of Education have 
shown that GCSE results this year 
in Kent were above the national 
average, higher than originally 
thought. 

The figures reveal 78.6 per cent of students 
gained five A* to C grades, up from 2009’s 73 
per cent and 1.1 per cent higher than original¬ 
ly shown, just after students picked up their 
results in August. 

In the summer, nearly 100 per cent of pupils 
at Ashford’s two grammar schools, The Norton 
Knatchbull Boys and Highworth Girls, 
achieved five A* to C passes. At Christ Church 
School (now the John Wallis Academy) A* to C 
results were up 31 per cent. Both at the North 
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School and Towers School around 40 per cent 
of students were achieving five A* to C passes, 
including English and maths. 

The countywide statistics show 78.6 per cent 
of this summer’s students gained five GCSEs. 
This is above the 74.8 per cent average for 
England. 

The final school-by-school results will be 
available in the New Year. 

Sarah Hohler, KCC cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren, families and education, said: “This latest 
set of provisional figures is a good sign. Kent is 
doing well and is above the national average 
for GCSE results, which have have increased 
by more than 15 per cent in just four years. 
Kent students have done very well. I hope they 


have moved into to further education, voca¬ 
tional courses or employment. 

“This shows all of the county’s schools are 
challenging their students so each and every¬ 
one reaches their full potential. 

“The schools that are in the National 
Challenge have also contributed to this fantas¬ 
tic overall result. There has been a huge 
amount of work going on at these schools. 
Each school has its own advisor to provide 
support and these results show we are moving 
in the right direction. 

“We will do everything to make sure these 
schools can leave the programme behind next 
year.” 

Under the National Challenge, 31 schools in 
Kent were asked to have at least 30 per cent of 
students achieve five A to C passes, including 
English and maths, by 2011. So far, 27 have 
now hit the benchmark.

I DON’T suppose I was the only person 
in Ashford to blanch on reading the 
news on February 5, 2003, “30,000 new 
homes on horizon for Ashford” 

Apparently John Prescott had “lit the blue touch 
paper” under growth plans. Damian Green is quoted 
as saying, “If John Prescott is serious about 
sustainable development, he should not be proposing 
the scale and speed of growth that he is”. But Ashford 
Borough Council signed up because Prezza 
threatened to come and sit on them if they didn’t. 

Years have passed since then. Prezza is out of 
Government and has gone to Hull (only needs one 
vowel change). New Labour are out of Government. 
The coalition have ripped up the South East 
Development Plan and consigned Prezza’s grand 
design to the bin. Or so we thought. 

Amazingly the Conservative Cabal that runs 
Ashford is pressing full steam ahead. And, with the 
new “localism”, it really is their own decision. 

OK, there are some concessions. High density is no 
longer in vogue. Ashford’s planners now say, “There is 
a clear quality agenda here, reacting to some of the 
inappropriate development that has taken place in 
recent years and led in particular to cramped living 
environments that have created real problems for 
residents”. Translation: “we screwed up in the recent 
past but we’ll do better next time”. Yeah! 


What else has happened? The global economy has 
fallen off a cliff because the bankers were playing roulette 
with our money, while the regulators were taking a 
nap in a comer. If there were doubts about Prezza’s 
Plan in 2004, that applies in spades now. 

So what now? Memo to our councillors. Remember 
the words of Labour Treasury Minister Liam Byrne; 
“There’s no money left”. Ashford should scale back 
expectations and be content to be a medium-size 
town. Ashford has been singularly unsuccessful in 
attracting major new employers, despite being “best 
placed”, and despite ABC and Ashford’s Future 
Company chasing those elusive new jobs for years. 

Ashford’s Future Company should be wound up. 
ABC should leam to adapt to the new reality. It takes 
courage to do this, and it seems that such courage is 
in short supply amongst the mling Tory group. 
Future generations will not thank them for putting 
face-saving above the well-being of the town. Growth 
can continue, but on a more modest scale. 

So how about it, ABC? Are you prepared to listen to 
the people? Scrap the Local Development Framework 
and the Core Strategy.

This takes them to the Moon 
where they find it already occupied, 
by a race of insectiods...

The previous film adaptation was 
in 1964 and starred Lionel Jeffries. 

There was also a 1919 silent film 
of‘First Men’ which is now 
considered lost, but the British 
Film Institute recently included 
it on a search list in case someone 
still has a copy somewhere.

Howletts’ head carnivore 
keeper Jim Vassie said: “The 
tigers won’t actually eat the 
pumpkins, but certainly enjoy 
playing with them and tearing 
them up. 

“It is a good bit of enrichment 
to stimulate the tigers’ natural 
predatory instincts and keep 
them guessing. 

“They certainly enjoyed 
the pumpkins this week 
and I am sure they will 
be happy to have any more that are left over 
after Halloween.” 

Other animals to enjoy the pumpkins 
included three black rhinos and the 18-strong 
troop of lion-tailed macaques, who had their

Port Lympne’s head primate keeper Simon 
Jeffery said moloch gibbons, Guinea baboons 
and black-capped capuchin monkeys were also 
treated. He added: “It is important to keep the 
animals at the park enriched, particularly the 
primates as they are some of the most 


intelligent in our care. 

“Our primates eat a wide range of fruit and 
vegetables, and pumpkins are a more unusual 
and seasonal option for them. 

“Giving them unusual feed or play items 
such as carved pumpkins helps to keep then- 
diet varied and interesting, and encourages 
problem-solving as they investigate the new 
objects.” 

Meanwhile, the Halloween trails also drew 
attention to the fact that Siberian tigers and 
black rhinos are both endangered. 

However, the Aspinall Foundation - which 
runs both of the zoos - is currently running 
breeding programmes in an attempt to slow 
their decline.

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Media boss Ireks 
ancient Peru to 
aid kids' charities

NEWSPAPER boss Paul Stannard 
took time out from making board- 
room decisions to see what life is 
like in one of the most remote and 
historic places on earth. 

As part of a drive to raise funds for Dave 
Lee’s Happy Holidays and children’s hospice 
Demelza House, he trekked through the rain¬ 
forest of Peru, along mountain trails, across 
wide rivers and lakes before ending up in the 
fabled lost city of the Incas - Machu Picchu. 

On the way, he encountered piranhas, taran¬ 
tulas, battled altitude sickness and witnessed 
the ravages of a jungle storm. 

“Children’s charities in Kent are something 
KOS has been involved with for six years and 
I felt it was time I did something myself,” said 
Mr Stannard, part of a group of 14 trekkers. 

The trip followed the ancient trail of the 
Incas and at one point the group found them¬ 
selves on a rickety structure erected 200ft up, 
looking down on the canopy of the rainforest. 

The group were shown an insect which can 


stun a tarantula before laying its eggs in the 
deadly spider, and at night listened in tents to 
the sounds of the jungle creatures. 

One of the main dangers of trekking in the 
Peruvian rainforest at altitude is fierce thun¬ 
derstorms. 

“The weather can change so quickly,” said 
Mr Stannard, who described his journey as 
“very emotional” and the final descent into the 
ruins of the former Native American civiliza¬ 
tion as “overwhelming”. 

“When you climb the Sun Gate and look 
down on the city everybody gets emotional.” 

Mr Stannard said his trek gave him some 
new perspectives. 

“It made me think about the people I was 
doing it for, about my family and life in gener¬ 
al,” he said. 

“The local people are a hardy lot, maybe they 
haven’t as much as others in some ways but 
they are always cheerful. 

“The first couple of days were fine but later 
on I started thinking What on earth am I 
doing?’. But now I’m back I think it was a 
fantastic experience.”

those growth plans now

POSITIVE economic statistics on 
the back of the austere yet palatable 
agenda set by the Government’s 
Comprehensive Spending Review 
(CSR) have given confidence to Kent 
business leaders. 

Figures up to the end of September show two 
consecutive quarters of UK growth above what 
had been forecast, meaning that even if the UK 
economy now marks time to the end of 2010, it 
will still outpace forecasts. 

And High Street sales - a barometer of 
consumer confidence - have been higher for 
October than a year ago. But while this draws 
some of the sting of the CSR cuts, county busi¬ 
nesses now want to hear how the Government 
will stimulate further growth. 

Regional Institute of Directors’ (IoD) chair¬ 
man Chris Dodson said “clear and concise prac¬ 
tical proposals” were needed “to make it easier 
for firms to employ people, not make it harder”. 

The IoD’s regional director Rodger Broad 
also called on the Government to recognise the 
economic power and influence of the South East 
including Kent. 

He said: “It is imperative the countiy plays to

its strengths and, economically, that is the South 
East. While we are not calling on the Government 
to stop supporting businesses in the other 
regions, the South East is better placed to benefit 
quicker from the upturn. Positive discrimination 
in favour of other regions will hold back recovery.” 

Highlighting that only London and the South 
East are net contributors to the Government’s 
tax coffers, Mr Broad added: “Government 


spending cuts are only half of the solution, the 
other half is how to help businesses grow and 
create jobs which in turn will increase the tax 
take and reduce welfare expenditure.” 

And growth also headed Thames Gateway 
Chamber of Commerce’s post-CSR agenda; 
director Paul Price said the review had under¬ 
lined the UK was a safe investment, but “we 
now wait to see a strategy for growth”. However, 
he was disappointed to see cuts in training. 

“If the private sector is to create the jobs to 
drive this recovery it is essential that govern¬ 
ment can deliver the basic skills employers need. 

“We are also disappointed the budget for 
export promotion has taken such a substantial 
hit when politicians say they want a rebalanced 
UK economy. British companies will be left in a 
weaker position compared to competitors from 
other trading nations,” he addded. 

On the other hand, the IoD remains uncon¬ 
cerned by fears in some quarters that making 
deep cuts to bring down the debt faster risked 
pitching the country into a a double-dip reces¬ 
sion as confidence ebbed away. 

Its own number-crunching turned up evidence 
from the 90s downturn that a tighter fiscal poli¬ 
cy could go hand in hand with economic recovery. 

Meanwhile, Peter Skinner - Labour’s MEP 
for the South East - said he recognised the need 
for cuts, but called the CSR “a huge gamble with 
growth and jobs in Kent”.

Airport's upgrading in 
operating status opens 
up 'new opportunities' 


LYDD Airport development plans 
are closer to take-off after an 
upgrade to the site’s operating 
status, writes Steve Loader. 

The airport is currently awaiting 
news of a public inquiry into a 
runway extension and new passen¬ 
ger facilities, but the new Categoiy 
Six rating is expected to boost its 
case - airports are rated globally on 
a scale of 1-10, with 17 of the 
world’s biggest being rated 10. 

The enhanced level of the 
Romney Marsh facility allows it to 
handle a larger class of commer¬ 
cial aircraft, such as the 
Bombardier Dash 8 Q400 and 
other regional airliners carrying 
up to 100 passengers. 

It can also accommodate larger 
and faster transatlantic-capable 
corporate jets such as the 
Gulfstream G550. 

Lydd Airport spokesman Jo 
Oliver said: “Having met strict cri¬ 
teria set down by the Civil 
Aviation Authority (CAA), we now 
have the capability to deal with a 


much wider range and size of air¬ 
craft. This is fantastic news and 
will enable us to attract more 
business. 

“In fact, it’s already opening up 
new opportunities for the airport.” 

The airport satisfied rigorous 
CAA requirements to achieve its 
new category, culminating in its 
annual emergency exercise and 
including ‘Exercise Dash’ to 
test airport operations units’ abili¬ 
ty to work alongside external 
emergency services during a 
major incident. 

Lydd’s senior airport fire officer, 
Paul Fisher, said: “The ‘emergency’ 
scenario involved a Bombardier 
DHC-8-400 aircraft carrying 74 
passengers and four crew, which 
suffered a catastrophic engine 
failure just before take-off. 

“Airport staff, members of 
Friends of Lydd Airport Group 
and local lifeguards played the 
role of the passengers who were 
evacuated to a special ‘survivor 
reception’ area.”

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The Chilean landscape leaves 
you feeling on top of the world

WHILE images of Chilean 
miners returning from 
deep in the earth have been 
beamed around the world, 
today Fm as far from those 
pictures as it’s possible to 
get. 

Standing at the summit of Toco 
volcano, 5,625 metres above sea 
level, I feel as if I’ve just climbed the 
highest mountain in the world. 

Despite the elation, my head is 
pounding and my lungs scream for 
oxygen. 

On high-altitude-hiking in Chile, 
the oxygen-depleted atmosphere 
makes you feel you have the worst 
hangover ever, combined with a 
touch of flu. 

So why go through such an ordeal? 
All around me is the answer: breath¬ 
taking views of the Bolivian 
Altiplano, Argentina and the 
Atacama saltflats. 

Toco, one of the highest peaks of 
northern Chile, is also one of the 
most accessible. You don’t need to be 
related to Sir Edmund Hillary to 
conquer it, just reasonably fit and 
prepared for a bit of discomfort. 

However, I have a confession to 
make. The hike up Toco was eased 
by the fact we were driven to 5,000 
metres before we began hiking. 

After a slow descent, and celebra¬ 
tory beer and sandwiches in the van, 
we returned to base camp - the 
sumptuous Tierra Atacama hotel. 

On the edge of San Pedro de 
Atacama, a picturesque village in the 
high plains of northern Chile, the 
hotel calls itself “an adventure spa”. 

Here guests can combine the 
active enjoyment of the desert - 
without sacrificing pampering time. 

Built to blend with its surround¬ 
ings, the hotel is made of local mate¬

rials and each room has stunning 
views. Every morning I opened my 
curtains to see two volcanoes. 

Every room is en suite and comes 
with a luxurious four-poster bed, 
sunbathing terrace and even an out¬ 
door shower. 

After you’ve chilled out, it’s time to 
sit and enjoy Chile’s national drink, 
a pisco sour, beside an open fire and 
plan the next day’s activities, or 
indulge yourself in a spa treatment. 

The hike up the volcano is one of 
many options from the hotel. Other 
adventures include biking through 
Devil’s Canyon, visiting dramatic 
geysers and 900-year-old cacti, 
horse-riding, hiking through Death 
Valley and birdwatching. 

After my Toco adventure I opted 
for a hike through Death Valley to 
see flamingos feeding at sunset. 

Death Valley was named by a 
Belgian explorer after the planet 
Mars. But instead of calling it Valle 
de Martes, he incorrectly pronounced 


it Valle de la Muerte - meaning 
death - and the name stuck. 

The name is fairly appropriate, 
however. Little life is visible as you 
walk through a moon-like valley 
with spectacular twisted rock forma¬ 
tions and sand dunes. 

The flamingo trip to the Salar de 
Atacama was also memorable. 

Leaving the hotel by van at 
3.30pm, we went south, via the vil¬ 
lage of Toconao, famous for its fruit 
trees and historic bell tower, before 
heading to the saltflats. 

Here flamingos feed on the tiny 
pink shrimps that give them their 
colour. As the sun sets, the region is 
bathed in a fantastic purple light as 
birds gather in large numbers. 

The soft gurgle of running water 
intermingles with bird cries. 

Every so often a group of flamin¬ 
gos rises into the air to seek another 
place in which to feed, against the 
dramatic backdrop of surrounding 
volcanoes and the setting sun.

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AS the song Killer by Seal says, 'It’s 
loneliness that’s the killer’. 

If I were to know what one single reason is 
responsible for very small businesses giving 
up, I’d guess it was being on your own! It can 
be really demotivating, demoralising, and ulti¬ 
mately, the death of your business. 

‘A problem shared is a problem halved’, is 
what my dad used to say. And there is a psy¬ 
chological and scientific basis for this belief. 

Human beings are herding animals. We like 
and need to be in families, groups, teams and 
communities. 

Launching and running your own small 
business is often so far away from this natural, 
desired state that it causes major problems 
around things like self-esteem, confidence and 
the ability to keep-on, keeping-on. 

Never having worked for another living soul, 
I have frequently been in the undesirable 
place that is: ‘on your own, mate!’ So how do we 
deal with this? What can you do that will 
ensure your survival - emotionally that is? 

In the early days of any new business, it’s 
extremely unlikely that you will afford ‘other 
people’, and this will mean that going to work 
is a solitary experience: one that for many is a 
new feeling, and a new way of operating. 

Eventually, if one is successful and can afford 
to start employing other people, the loneliness 
can disappear, but is often replaced by that 
other OMG of business, ‘I’m not just responsi¬ 
ble for managing myself, but now I have to 
manage someone else as well!’ Paradoxically 
though, this can also lead to an even greater 
feeling of loneliness. 

Recently, a client of mine wanted help 
because although he has a team of staff that 


Beat the self-employed blues 


carry out the practical work his business provides, 
he is often overwhelmed with a feeling of ‘them’ 
and ‘me’. Merely the responsibility can make him 
feel he’s on his own. His staff is depending on him 
for eveiything. So what’s the solution? 

Well, I thought I’d give you a couple of ideas, but 
first, let’s look at the reason we don’t like to be on 
our own - at least not all the time. One of our fun¬ 
damental needs is connection with other people. 

We’re not talking about deep relationships, just 
those that make us feel better about ourselves. In 
business, we don’t need to be everyone’s best friend 
but we do need to have colleagues with whom we 
can share and discuss ideas and experiences or just 
people we can learn from or look up to. 

The important thing in all of this is ‘conversa¬ 
tion’. I use the word conversation because it has 
to be two-way. 

So, as a caveat to this approach, decide that in 
seeking out any new relationship, your intention 
will be to give and share your ideas, your time 
and yourself. If you look selfishly, then chances 
are you’ll lose more than you gain. 

Vital Friends 

In Tom Rath’s book, Vital Friends, he reminds 
us that in business historically ‘people develop¬ 
ment’ has been in two areas: personal, or develop¬ 
ing the individual; and developing the team or 
group or department. Vital Friends gives clear 
evidence of why developing one-to-one relation¬ 
ships - and viewing them as such - is so valuable, 
not just in terms of the ‘feel-good’ and job satisfac¬ 
tion factor, but in terms of bottom line profitabili¬ 
ty and low staff turnover. So, here are three of 
twelve) types of people that you could benefit 
from a relationship with if you suffer from The 
Loneliness of the Entrepreneur. 

1. People who are already successful in 
your sector. Yes, this can mean competitors. Seek 


out a relationship with someone you admire who is 
already successful. This can seem scary at first, hut 
what I’ve found over the years is that people love to 
he asked for advice. It’s flattering and if you can 
find a mentor who will share their ‘time’ with you, 
either on the phone or face to face, then you will 
never he lost for ideas or motivation. I have two 
mentors at the moment, both of whom I can freely 
email or phone whenever I want - fantastic! 

2. Connectors. If you go networking, you’ll 
know that there are those people who know every¬ 
one. Those are the people who we call connectors 
and you know what? They’ll connect you with other 
people if you ask and so build your anti-loneliness 
network. If you don’t currently go networking, then 
START TODAY. There is no other more profitable 
way of building the relationships that can and will 
(if done professionally) transform your fortunes. 

3. People who sing your praises. These may 
be clients who love what you do - or your mum! 
They’ll shout your name from the rooftops and 
talk about how brilliant it is to do business with 
you. I know that I have often ignored these fans’ 
as a great source of connection. Now that I regu¬ 
larly phone them and ask how they’re doing and 
what do they think I could do next with my busi¬ 
ness idea, I get so many ‘problems’ sorted for me. I 
no longer have to do all the work myself. 

This is just three of a list of twelve types of peo¬ 
ple to connect with. And if confidence is your issue 
because you don’t feel comfortable about making 
these kinds of friendships, then give me a call.

I’m afraid your rhetoric about ‘forensic, 
relentless focus on growth’, and your planned 
£81bn of relentless cuts, are distractions from 
our main challenge today: our broken finan¬ 
cial system. 

Well-targeted cuts in public spending are 
necessary but UK PLC will only prosper if we 
re-invent banking to serve customers and the 
wider economy ahead of bankers and their 
shareholders. 

Nouriel Roubini, who predicted the credit 
crash, has explained what all can see, the ‘ele¬ 
phant in the room’: Banks are deemed too big 
to fail and “it’s back to business as usual, lots 
of leverage, lots of risky investments and 
return to high profits based on subsidies by 
the government, bonuses, salaries - you name 
it. So we’re planting the seeds of the next 
financial asset bubble.” 

And the cost to Britain? Well, apart from 
the billions lost in industrial output, 
profits/taxes and jobs, a Bank of England offi¬ 
cial estimates the subsidy to British banks 
over the last three years at an annual aver¬ 


age £59bn (see Financial Times leading arti¬ 
cle 22/10/10). And the financial markets 
expect a further £50bn from ‘Quantitative 
Easing 5 early next year. This money will not 
aid the real economy, simply bankers will use 
it for proprietary speculation. 

No wonder you need to show our interna¬ 
tional creditors that we are cutting public 
spending so hard. If, compared with your 
£81bn savings, £50bn-£60bn gets squandered 
on QE every year, our creditors are rightly 
sceptical. It is time for constructive action, not 
rhetoric to hide the lack of an effective strate¬ 
gy to re-finance the economy. 

Business needs this re-financing. 
September’s Trends Report by the Bank of 
England shows net lending to businesses 
falling for the past two years. Some large 
companies may be coping, but the British 
Chambers of Commerce Quarterly Economic 
Survey for Q3 2010 reports a marked slow¬ 
down in the pace of growth. 

If private enterprise is to lead us through 
this recession, firms need adequate tools 
including access to sensible credit. Only then 
can they flourish to create jobs and economic 
growth.

In this open letter he asks the Prime 
Minister to re-evaluate the business finance 
sector following the Spending Review 



The Federation of Small Businesses’ half- 
yearly survey for Kent shows that owner- 
managers tend to hang onto their staff, even 
when sales and confidence are down; whilst as 
sales pick up, confidence and hiring recover 
very slowly. So fostering small businesses 
maintains jobs. Moreover, this doesn’t stoke 
inflation: most businesses forego some profit¬ 
taking to build future growth. 

So, Britain must establish alternative insti¬ 
tutions to the banks. We must make it attrac¬ 
tive to invest in productive, real-economy UK 
businesses for those with spare cash. High- 
eamers will be looking to replace the pensions 
tax allowance to be slashed from April. Please 
consider extending tax relief to convertible 
loans, not just equity participation. 
Entrepreneurs don’t need co-founders, but co¬ 
funders. 

Enlist institutions with sufficient ‘reach’, as 
well as stable cash-flow. Include mutuals such 
as Building Societies and businesses whose 
principal activity is not finance (eg supermar¬ 
kets) that lend at realistic interest rates. 
Consider devoting one or more of our state-spon¬ 
sored banks to traditional banking services. 

This strategy lets big banks focus on their 


global investment business, generating tax 
for the Exchequer whilst paying themselves 
what they please. No need to demerge their 
investment and retail arms to undo “Big 
Bang”. We’d regain an effective supply side in 
commercial banking, without excluding big 
banks from competing or diminishing their 
scope to service the cash-rich. 

We all want stable growth to support 
healthy public finances. This requires a 
healthy stock of businesses able to invest in 
their productive capacity. But they can’t do it 
on the unrealistic credit terms set by big 
banks whose overriding cash worries and 
short-termist ambitions continue to hi-jack 
government policy. 

Please act to re-establish a diverse banking 
sector, where institutions unencumbered by 
the dodgy mortgage “albatross” can compete 
and prosper. 

All of us - not just the big banks - need 
access to realistic credit at affordable rates.

that year, to set up the first permanent English 
settlement there - in Jamestown. But the recent 
story began only last year, in March 2009.

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Grim tale of deadly bodysnatchers 
deserves to be dead and buried

THE murderous exploits of two 
Irish immigrants, who terrorised 
the streets of 1820s Edinburgh, 
provide the inspiration for John 
Landis’s ghoulish black comedy. 

Opening with a succinct disclaimer - “This is 
a true story... except for the parts that are not” 
- Burke & Hare wraps the grisly facts in a 
shroud of slapstick, sickly romance and 
anachronistic sight gags. 

When the titular body snatchers unearth 
their very first coffin, loyal skye terrier 
Greyfriars Bobby sits watching them atop his 
owner’s grave, more than 30 years before the 
real John Gray shuffled off his mortal coil in 
1858. 

Dr Lister, who was barely out of his mother’s 
womb when the real murders began, is a fig¬ 
ure of fun because of his halitosis, while 
Charles Darwin, who was at least in the 
Scottish capital at the time, warrants an aside. 

Screenwriters Piers Ashworth and Nick 
Moorcroft struggle to strike the right tone. 

The mix of black comedy and tragedy isn’t so 
much bad taste as completely tasteless. 

Irish scallywags William Burke (Simon 
Pegg) and William Hare (Andy Serkis) return 
home to learn that one of their elderly lodgers 
has passed away. 

A conversation with grave robber Fergus 
(David Schofield) reveals that medical profes¬ 
sor Dr Knox (Tom Wilkinson) will pay three 
pounds for a fresh cadaver to use in his 
anatomical demonstrations. 

“I thought that life here was supposed to be 
cheap,” asks Hare. 

“It is, but the price rockets when you’re 
dead,” smirks Fergus. 

Demand far outstrips supply and soon 
Burke and Hare are helping the ageing and 
the infirm to meet their maker a tad earlier 
than expected. 

While Hare keeps his wife Lucky (Jessica 
Hynes) sweet with a cut of the profits, Burke 


invests his share in an all-female production of 
Hamlet, fronted by aspiring actress Ginny 
(Isla Fisher), and the increasingly prolific Dr 
Knox crosses scalpels with traditionalist rival 
Dr Monro (Tim Curry). 

Unfortunately Burke & Hare is as stiff and 
lifeless as the unfortunate souls that the 
eponymous duo deliver to the surgical slab. 

Pegg and Serkis share lukewarm screen 
chemistry and the script doesn’t provide them 
with any decent one-liners. 

Curry camps it up as best he can to offset the 
gloomy, grey production design, but a running 
gag about his foot obsession is lame. 


The screen is littered with pointless cameos, 
including Christopher Lee as an ill-fated 
lodger, Paul Whitehouse as a drunkard and 
Stephen Merchant as one of the King’s foot¬ 
men. 

So much talent going to waste. 

At the end of the film, cameras venture 
inside Edinburgh Anatomy Museum and 
linger on the skeleton of the real life William 
Burke, which is well preserved more than 180 
years after the murderer swung from the gal¬ 
lows. 

Landis’s film will be dead, buried and forgot¬ 
ten in a couple of months, if it’s lucky.

parking assistance and all-wheel drive. 

The engine line-up is all turbocharged - 
what did you expect from the turbo master 
brand? - and includes a 1.6-litre petrol unit 
that concedes little in performance to the 
slightly dearer diesel entry model, though fuel 
consumption is markedly inferior. 

The 160PS (157bhp) 2.0-litre TiD Vector SE 
diesel we tested feels heavy and, like standard 
versions of the Insignia - not as nimble as you 
come to expect from BMW and Audi rivals. 

But the ride comfort and long-distance cruis¬ 
ing ability is impressive, with loads of space 
for those in the back and a massive boot. 

The cabin isn’t gaudy or innovative, but just 
carefully laid out in the Saab way; aficionados 
like to think Saab dashboards can trace their 
lineage back to the aviation parent company. 

The powertrain and six-speed auto gearbox 
matches this refinement and the front-end 
styling won’t let you down in the office car park. 

I think the designer’s hand strayed a little 
towards the rear of the car, but this opinion 
started a lively debate whenever I raised it 
with colleagues, so it’s one of those “beauty is 
in the eye of the beholder” motors.

Rise in property prices 
damage chance of sale 

ASKING prices for UK property rose by 
three per cent during October, research 
shows. 

The average home for sale has seen an 
increase in price of just over £7,000, 
according to property website Rightmove. 

For the past three months the housing 
market suffered falling prices and the 
number of homes on the market is 
remaining close to an all-time high. 

The research indicates that sellers are 
refusing to adjust to these new market 
conditions. 

Rightmove explained that what it 
called “bullish pricing” is typical of the 
autumn property market and vendors 
often struggle to react to both new stock 
and market changes. 

The property portal also indicated that 
many sellers are likely to be disappoint¬ 
ed as evidence shows that high prices can 
damage chances of selling the property. 

Miles Shipside, director of Rightmove, 
said: “It is a sign that many sellers are 
not experiencing high levels of financial 
stress, but can’t afford to accept a lower 
price if they are to make their sums 
stack up for the next move.” 

Drop in number of high 
end homes on market 

THE value of the UK’s most expensive 
properties has fallen by 1.5 per cent 
over the past year, figures from 
Primelocation.com have revealed, despite a 
slight decrease in the availability of stock. 

Top value homes in Kent did not fare 
as badly as those in other parts of the 
UK, according to market analysts. 

London saw the biggest monthly falls 
in value for the highest-end stock, drop¬ 
ping by 2.4 per cent between August and 
September 2010, while prime properties 
in Wales fell by 5.8 per cent over the year. 

Primelocation.com believes the two 
main reasons for falling values are fewer 
wealthy individuals looking to buy 
property from abroad, as well as higher 
taxes prompting more of the UK’s rich to 
emigrate. 

■ SALES of properties worth £1 million 
and over have risen by 118 per cent in 
the past year, according to new figures 
from Halifax. 

Although sales over £1 m represent a tiny 
proportion of the UK property market as a 
whole, shares of all sales have risen from 
0.5 per cent in the first six months of 2009, 
to 0.9 per cent in the same period of 2010. 

A spokesman said: “The increase reflects 
the weakness in sterling and the relatively 
strong housing market in the south east.”

150,000 new homes as part 
of reforms to social housing 

THE Government has cut the 
social housing budget by more 
than 50 per cent, from £8.4 billion 
over the previous three-year period 
to £4.4 billion. 

However, it says that it will invest £4.5bn in 
150,000 new affordable homes over the spend¬ 
ing review period. 

It will also carry out a major reform of social 
housing in this country, said Chancellor 
George Osborne while outlining changes made 
in the 2010 Comprehensive Spending Review. 

Included in this reform will be a shift 
in responsibility to local councils and a 
scheme which allows social landlords to charge 
tenants a weekly rent between social and 
market rates. 

In addition, more than £2bn has been 
allocated to the Decent Homes programme,

which improves housing for vulnerable people. 

Other changes include a new cap on Local 
Housing Allowance to single claimants under 
35 who are living in the private rented sector. 

They will now be restricted to the rate for a 
single room in a shared house rather than in a 
one-bedroom property. 

Eric Pickles, communities and local govern¬ 
ment secretary, said: “We have that seen that 
the old system of house building simply did 
not work. 

“We are making the money available and 
delivering the reform to build and upgrade 
thousands of affordable homes for people on 
lower incomes over the next four years.” 

These cuts are likely to attract controversy 
due to plans to subsidise budget cuts by forcing 
those on housing benefit to pay a higher rent.

LEON Camier’s recovery from a 
broken wrist took another positive 
step as the World Superbike rider 
completed a three-day test. 

Camier broke the scaphoid bone in his wrist 
during the German round of the champi¬ 
onship two months ago. Last week’s test at 
Spain’s Motorland Aragon circuit was the 
Ashford rider’s first outing on the bike since 
the accident, which sidelined him for the final 
three rounds of the season. 

Camier, who has agreed a deal to race for the 
Aprilia factory team for a second season, was 
pleased with his progress at the test. The 24- 
year-old set the fifth fastest time, but was 
more than a second behind team-mate, and 
new world champion, Max Biaggi. 

He said: “The test ended up pretty good for us. 
We closed the gap to Max quite a bit and we 
found some improvements with the electronics 
that we’ve been looking for. But we have to keep 
remembering that this test wasn’t about lap 
times for us, it was about getting comfortable on 
the bike again and learning the circuit. 

“I felt better and better on the bike, even 
though on the last day it was pretty cold and 
that made my wrist hurt a bit more. I’m confi¬ 
dent that if I needed to push harder, I could. 
Also, things should be a lot easier when I start 
to use the higher spec parts on the bike at 
Phillip Island.” 


Before he will compete in the Aprilia team’s 
next test at Australia’s Phillip Island, he hopes 
to head to America to hone his skills at the 
California Superbike School. 

On the next test, he said: “I’m really looking 


forward to it because as I say, I’ll have the new 
spec parts which I’ve been without at this test, 
and also I know the circuit and my wrist will 
be better again, so hopefully we’ll see even 
more improvements.”
